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HUNTERS-AT-GRASS CLASS 





Seventy or eighty years ago, when classes for hunters first attained 
popularity at the horse shows, there was little or no problem in filling 
them. If the show was held in the spring or fall, the horses were fit or 
getting fit. If held in the summer they were still fit enough—this was be- 
fore the day of automobiles when many a good hunter did light work 
between shafts and the rest were frequently used for transportation under 
saddle. 

When hunters ceased to combine work with sport and their impor- 
tance as show animals consequently increased, it was inevitable that many 
of them should be kept for that purpose only. So as to provide opportuni- 
ties for the hunting hunter, classes were thereupon created for horses 
qualified by the Master, the specifications usually reading that they must 
have been regularly and fairly hunted. These specifications led to further 
problems—non-foxhunters subscribing to recognized packs (some merit 
in that) and presenting their coddled show horses at the meet which were 
taken home after crossing a few fields. 

The next invention was the class for working as distinguished from 
conformation hunters which was an enormous success, the entries in the 
new division now far outnumbering those in the old. The keenness of the 
competition, however, led to style of jumping properly described in the 
show ring as bold, but definitely foolhardy in a trappy hunting country. 

The hunting hunter has thus been pretty much abandoned by show 
management, except for those shows sponsored as a source of revenue by 
organized hunts. Here the incongruous absence during the entire day of 
any of the top hunters which have followed hounds so brilliantly during 
the past season, has led to another try—the class restricted to local quali- 
fied hunters. The problem here is quite different. Since most of these 
horses are turned out to grass, earning a well-deserved rest, and are not 
fit, such classes are hard to fill, even though the owners are more than 
anxious to support them. 

Why not a class for hunters-at-grass? They could be asked to dis- 
play all their working skills, all except those based on fitness. Imagine 
the canny foxhunter who parks his trailer near the end of the day’s draw— 
in our case at the edge of the outside course. His horse, in a halter, is 
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loaded and unloaded, tacked up, 
mounted from a block or a stone, 
and stands quietly while stirrups 
are adjusted. The pair next open 
and close a gate into a barnyard 
(pen), in which there is a crate con- 
taining a pig or some chickens, and 
then jump out. On the way to the 
meet—the spot where the other con- 
testants are grouped—they display 
a fast, ground-covering walk. Leav- 
ing the field without reluctance they 
take their own line to covert, jump- 
ing the first fence out of a walk and 
the second from a trot. After this 
has been drawn blank and on the 
way to the neighboring wood, they 
jump the third fence into a wheat 
field which necessitates a quick 
right hand turn immediately on 
landing. The next fence has a low 
panel patched with wire (string) so 
that it is necessary to jump higher 
to either side. 

Unfortunately hounds find and go 
away fast on the far side of the big 
wood, leaving our pair no alterna- 
tive but to hack home. The shortest 
way necessitates a jump into a pen 
and out at one side. At the high 
barway which follows they have the 
alternative of dropping and re, tac- 
ing the top rail while mounteu or 
while getting off and leading over— 
thus finally getting back to the 
trailer. 

Any show with a good outside 
course can draw up conditions for 
a class which will re-enact this fable 
and which requires very little addi- 
tional equipment. It should certain- 
ly attract the hunting hunters— 
even in summertime.

Belmont staged its 43rd running of 
The Coaching Club American Oaks, on 
Saturday, June 20th. The scale weight 
stakes for 3-year-old fillies had a purse 
of $75,000 added for the mile and one- 
quarter. 

Eight fillies answered the starter’s 
bell, but it turned out to be a two horse 
race, King Ranch’s Resaca defeated R. N. 
Webster’s Quill by one-half length. Happy 
Hill Farm’s Czarina was 3rd, fourteen 
lengths further back, and Mrs. L. 


Schwitzer’s Addie Belle was five more 
lengths to the rear of the leader to take 
4th money. Resaca’s time was 2.02 2/5 
over a fast track, 

Jockey M. Ycaza had the ride on 
Resaca, a bay daughter of Middleground- 
Retama, by Brazado, which was bred by 
her owners. Max Hirsch is the trainer. 
The $58,512.50 which Resaca received for 
this race boosted her career earnings to 
$97,651.50. 


Delaware Park 

T. Veale 2nd’s Vital Force won handily 
the 22nd running of The Christiana, $10,000 
added, at Delaware Park, on Wednesday 
June 17th. The allowance Stakes for colts 
and geldings drew seven starters, whose 
connections thought they had a chance at 
a part of the $10,000 added money. 

Twin Lake Farm’s Mr. Howard was 
the place horse and Mrs. Ada L,. Rice’s 
Win With Win was in the show position, 
W. E. Crisner*’s Lilypond was fourth. 
Vital Force did the five furlongs in.58 3/5. 

Miss F. J. Shearer bred Vital Force, 
who is by Degage-Vital, by *Princequillo. 
Mrs. D. J. Kennedy trains the bay geld- 
ing and jockey Willie Hartack had the ride.

The 22nd running of The Leonard 
Richards lured eight three-year-olds to 
the starting gate, to vie for the $35,000 
added purse, on Saturday, June 20th, The 
distance for the event was one and one- 
eight miles and W. A. Hanger’s Waltz 
waltzed in easily to score a five and one- 
half victory over Elkcam Stable’s Open 
View. Waltz was timed at 1.49 3/5 and 
was being eased up before he hit the finish 
line. Mrs. Jules Schwartz Mark The Way 
was 3rd and G,. A. Garrett’s Bonzo was 
4th, 

Waltz is a bay gelded son of *Turn- 
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To out of the Snark mare, Harmonica 
and was bred by Hartland Farm. Max 
Hirsch is his trainer and Sammy Boul- 
metis was in the irons. 

Waltz picked up $32,000 for his effort 
and now has $85,985 to show for his 


campaigning. 


Monmouth Park 

Monmouth Park’s Tyro Stakes attract- 
ed nine 2-year-old colts and geldings, on 
Wednesday, June 17th. The five and one- 
half furlongs allowance stakes carried 
$20,000 in added money. 

Mrs. W. Gilroy’s Greek Page took 
the lion’s share by finishing three lengths 
in front of Tilly Foster Stock Farm’s 
Benell, Next in line was Harbor View 
Farm’s Coach Wally, followed by Fair- 
lawn Farm’s Fairlawn Rocky. The track 
was fast and the winner was timed at 
1.05 3/5. 


Greek Page is a chestnut colt by Greek 
Song-Fashion Page, by Sport Page, bred 
by W. Gilroy. N. R. McLeod was the win- 
ning trainer and R. Broussard the jockey. 

The victory was worth $14,447.

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Delaware Steeplechasing 


Snowden Carter 


The old master, George H. (Pete) 
Bostwick, saddled the first two-time 
steeplechase winner of the Delaware Park 
jumping season, Fairfax capturing the 20th 
running of the $7,500-added Delaware 
Spring Maiden Steeplechase on June 19, 

The previous week the 5-year-old 
gelding owned and bred by Mrs. Bostwick 
had accounted for an allowance test over 
the ‘chase course, winning by nine lengths 
as odds-on favorite. 

The Spring Maiden (which requires that 
contestants be maidens over brush as of 
March 15, 1959, and that they be non- 
winners of $5,000 over brush at the time 
of the race) was the only steeplechase 
offered during the second week of the 
Delaware jumping season, 

There were, however, three hurdle 
events, won by Lazy F Ranch’s Parapet, 
Mrs. Arthur White’s Eternal Son and C, 
Mahlon Kline’s Ragtime Cowboy. 

A notable change in Delaware's 
steeplechase course this year was the sub- 
stitution of two-mile and an eighth races 
for those previously run at two miles. 
The extra furlong caused the start to be 
effected at the head of the homestretch, 
and, obviously, it brought about a brand 
new course record, this being the first 
year ‘chases had been run at the two-mile 
and an eighth distance. 

In winning the Spring Maiden, Fairfax 
failed to threaten the mark set by Mrs. 
June H. McKnight’s *Darubini when he won 
the $10,000 - added Georgetown Handicap 
the previous Friday. 

But Fairfax, a son of Mr. Trouble and 
Flag of Truce, did all that was required, 
winning by three lengths from Barclay 
Stable’s Ballybrittas as the $4.20 favorite. 

He was timed in 4.06, five and a fifth 
seconds off “Darubini’s one-week-old 
course record. 

Bostwick, who took out his license as 
an amateur rider in 1927, was one of the 
bright stars among the gentlemen jockeys 
up until inducted into the Army in 1942, 

Since returning to civilian life in1946, 
he has devoted most of his time to training. 
Exceptional in almost everything he has 
done (top polo player, tennis player and 
golfer), Bostwick has handled over the 
years many of the nation’s finest ‘chasers. 


Fairfax Off On Right Foot 

Fairfax, although a long way from 
achieving brilliance, is off on the right 
foot as a jumper and is doing all that 
could be expected of a young horse. 

Last year the chestnut gelding spe- 
cialized in hurdle racing and won the 
National Maiden at Saratoga. He won two 
races and was no worse than third in six 
of his twelve starts. Concluding his 1958 
campaign with $13,769 in purse money 
earned exclusively in hurdle events, Fair- 
fax was clearly one of the season’s better 


hurdle performers. 

Bostwick brought his jumper out in 
1959 in another hurdle event (in which he 
was beaten a ha!f-length by *Villena), then, 
after losing by a head to My Last Try at 
Belmont in another hurdle test, Fairfax 
was shifted to the bigger steeplechase 
course. 

His first start over the big jumps 
resulted in a nine-length win at Delaware. 
His rider, Robert S. McDonald, had only 
to head him into the hedges, and Fairfax 
did the rest, jumping well while setting 
most of the pace. 

In his second steeplechase start, he met 
stronger opposition but the result was 
duplicated, this time Fairfax winning by 
three lengths with McDonald again in the 
saddle. 


Ragtime Cowboy 

Best hurdle event during the first two 
weeks of the meeting was won by Ragtime 
Cowboy, on June 18, Meeting five opponents 
in an overnight handicap at a mile and 
three-quarters, the Maryland-bred son of 
Rough ‘n Tumble won easily over Mrs. R. 
Howard Lomas’ Gallant Tonto. 

Trained by the veteran conditioner 
Morris H. Dixon, Sr., Ragtime Cowboy 





b) 
carried third high weight of 150 pounds 
(as against 152 for Gallant Tonto and 151 
for Mrs. Henry Obre’s Hustle) and picked 
up his third 1959 triumph out of four starts. 

A stakes winner last year over hurdles 
(capturing the L. E, Stoddard at Belmont 
Park), Ragtime Cowboy, who was bred by 
Joe and Tom O'Farrell, earned $16,920 
during the 1958 season, making sixteen 
starts and winning four races. 

Gallant Tonto, the runner-up to Rag- 
time Cowboy at Delaware, had earlier won 
a claiming hurdle test on June 9, The 
return of this 8-year-old Swashbuckler 
gelding to the winner’s circle was little 
short of remarkable. Unraced in 1958 
because of bowed tendons in both fore- 
legs, Gallant Tonto made just one 1959 
start (over the turf course) before win- 
ning from Navy Fighter in the first hurdle 
event of the Delaware season, 

The first week of the Delaware ‘chase 
season was distinguished by two stakes 
events over the jumps. 

Mrs. Mary A. Rumsey’s Romeo 
accounted for the $10,000-added Tom 
Roby on June 8, and Mrs. McKnight’s 
*Darubini won the $10,000-added George- 
town on June 12, 

*Darubini, an Irish gelding bred by the 
Aga and Aly Khan, won in a thrilling 
three-horse finish and set the existing 
two-mile and an eighth course record of 
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“The St. Leger, along with The 
Derby, is one of the United Kingdom’s 
classic races for three year olds.”

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River Downs Hurdle Handicap

The first running of The River Downs 
Hurdle Handicap was held at the Cin- 
cinnati track on June 12 and was a 
smashing success. Eight jumpers went to 
the post and although only half this num- 
ber completed the course the race was an 
interesting one. 

The committee, with much voluntary 
help from practically every one concerned, 
constructed a very creditable set of five 
hurdles on the turf course. Three of 
these were placed on the front side and two 
on the back side and the field was started 
backed up to the last hurdle on the back 
side, Getting away alertly from the num- 
ber one post position, Alan Dufton on 
*Another Hyacinth led over the first by 
two and a half lengths, followed by Mere- 
cido and Pretty Free, with the winner, 
Tuna Pal under Joseph Santos, getting off 
slowly and being far out of it at this point. 
At the fifth hurdle Merecido ran out 
through the inside wing and Pretty Free 
followed him through the convenient gap. 
Here’s Why, coupled with Merecido, was 
going well in the first flight at this point 
and Tuna Pal was beginning slowly to im- 
prove his position. Around the upper turn 
and heading down the front side second 
time around Here’s Why ranged up on the 


inside of *Another Hyacinth and Tuna Pal 
did likewise on the outside and it was 
evident that the winner would be decided 
from among these three. They made a nip 
and tuck race of it as they passed in front 
of the grandstand and around the club 
house turn, Heading into the back stretch 
*Another Hyacinth, who is far from being 
a sound horse, could stand the pressure 
no longer and began slowing his pace, as 
did Here’s Why. Tuna Pal sailed effort- 
lessly into the lead and was never again 
threatened, winning easily by some thir- 
teen lengths. *Another Hyacinth made a 
very game rally on the run in to displace 
Here’s Why for second by approximately 
four lengths. The other finisher was Baron 
Ford, who ran out at the wingless fence 
second time around, but regained the 
course and finished a distanced fourth. 
Grey Bossman pulled up after a turn of 
the course and Flight Anne lost her rider 
at the ninth hurdle, 

The track management was so pleased 
with this initial jumping race that Leon 
Slavin, President, has decided that next 
year the added money will be increased 


“from $2,000 to $3,500 and one or more 


additional jumping races carded if they 
will fill. 
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Much credit is due the special race 
committee, the track officials and many 
other interested people who worked and 
cooperated with each other to make this 
first race so very successful and enjoy- 
able.

SANCTIONING HUNT RACE MEETINGS

There is 
the sort of implied or inferred suggestion 
that the horse wearing one of these saddle 
cloths is maybe a cut better than the rest 
of the two-year-olds which didn’t seem to 
justify the first round of fees for The 
Garden State. Seeing the saddle cloths will 
also serve as a reminder to those with 
horses nominated not to overlook the next 
payment, 

I°ll bet you a cookie that when the pay- 
ments start for the 1960, The GardenState, 
there are going to be several owners who 
will unconsciously be nudged into nominat- 
ing a doubtful one just because he wants 
that saddle cloth. It’s like spending three 
dollars in dimes throwing baseballs at the 
fake milk bottles at Coney Island to win a 
plaster doll worth ten cents. R. J. Clark

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Foxes As Predators 


James B. Trefethen 


The fox, its coat a splash of red 
against the black backdrop of the hedge- 
row, padded silently along the edge of 
the orchard. Suddenly it stopped, fore- 
foot raised, sharp nose turned toward a 
clump of broomsedge, for all the world 
like a miniature bushy-tailed bird dog. 
Then belly iow, it crept forward, ending 
its stalk in a pouncing rush. The hidden 
rabbit burst from cover like a released 
coil spring, but the white fangs caught 
it in mid-air and drove it to earth. There 
was a flurry of motion and a shrill squall 
as closing jaws drove the final breath 
from the body of the cottontail. Then the 
triumphant hunter lifted its limp victim 
and trotted back toward its distant den, 

In the interpretation of this little 
everyday drama lies the key to the riddle 
of predation, a riddle so wrapped in 
threads of myth, legend, folk-lore, and 
prejudice that it may never be solved 
to the satisfaction of everyone. To many 
it would mean that foxes are killing off 
all the game and that next hunting season 
there will be one less rabbit, or possibly 
five or six less when the rabbit's off- 
spring are considered in the tally. But 
is this the true meaning of the incident? 
It would pay the sportsman to examine 
predation through the eyes of the biologist 
if he cares to spare himself hard feelings 
and save cold cash; because ill-advised 
predator control programs forced upon 
fish and game departments have wasted 
more funds than any other single practice 
used in game management. 


What is a Predator 
A predator, in its dictionary definition, 


is an animal that kills and feeds upon 
ether animals, but this definition is so 
broad that it includes even field mice 
and robins, and certainly man himself. 
Bobwhite chickssubsist on an almost 
strict animal diet during their first weeks 
of life, and I have seen young ring- 
necked pheasants kill and eat newborn 
mice with the skill and gusto of great 
horned owls. 

Then let’s use the popular definition 
to include only the ‘‘vermin” - those 
species which conflict with the interests 
of man, But when the fox killed the rabbit, 
was it conflicting with the interests of 
man? It all depends upon the man. Fox 
hunters and trappers would side with the 
fox; and the orchard owner, who might 
have lost nursery stock to rabbits, would 
applaud its act. The poultry farmer would 
have no particular feelings one way or 
another so long as the critter stayed 
away from his chicken runs; but the small 
game hunter might say that the state 
ought to put a price on the scalp of every 
blamed fox in the state. So whether the 
fox is, or is not, a varmint all depends 
upon the personal interests of the individ- 
ual. The same would apply to human 
attitudes toward any predatory animal. 

Wildlife biologists, however, serve the 
public at large, including fox hunters, 
upland game shooters, poultry farmers 
and orchardists, and if they are doing 
the job for which they are paid, they 
must bury any personal prejudices in the 
quest for the truth. They also have some 
facts, gathered from personal observa- 
tions and from studies in their own and 
other states which are not always avail- 
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able to the farmer or sportsman, 


Create Game Qualities 

In the first place, foxes and a lot 
of other predators have been killing rabbits 
since the species evolved many hundreds 
of thousands of years ago. Had there 
been no predators the cottontail might 
have evolved as a sluggish, half-tame 
bal' of fur with all the game qualities 
of a pet house cat and bobwhite would 
be as interesting to hunt as bantam 
pullets. The alertness, speed, and evasive 
flight of game species are heritages of 
a long association with foxes, hawks, 
owls, and weasels, which have molded the 
habits of these species by culling and 
selective breeding as surely as animal 
breeders have used these methods in 
developing specialized strains of live- 
stock. To this extent, at least, the hunter 
is in the debt of the predator. 

But when foxes or other predators 
become numerous, isn’t there danger of 
their wiping out the game? The answer 
to this one lies in several facts, First, 
is what the biologist calls the relative 
biotic potential of predators and prey 
species. This is a ten-dollar term which 
means the capacity of a pair of any species 
to reproduce. It is the sum total of 
litter size, age at which breeding starts, 
life expectancy, and other factors. The 
more natural population controls, includ- 
ing predators, a species has, the faster 
it breeds. Rabbits and squirrels have 
fantastic rates of reproduction, but even 
these are dwarfed by those of the mice, 
which in turn are slow breeders when 
compared to frogs; and insects would 
devastate the earth if all their larvae 
grew to maturity and survived for only 
a few weeks. For a predator, the fox has 
a relatively high breeding potential, but 
it is far lower than that of the rabbit. 
Nature herself provides these surpluses 
to compensate for expected losses between 
breeding seasons. 


Range of Diet 

Foxes and most other predators, con- 
trary to some opinion, do not live exclu- 
sively on game birds and mammals. Their 
diets have wide range, and they will take 
whatever is most readily available. The 
fox, in fact, has a surprising range of 
items which are found regularly in its 
diet. If it can find a high concentration 
of rabbits unprotected by good escape 
cover, it will dine on cottontail, but day 
in and day out its food consists 
predominantly of fruits, insects, mice, 
frogs, fish, and carrion. The broad-winged 
hawks take practically no game, and the 
sparrow hawk is largely insectivorous. 
Even the swift-winged accipiters and 


larger falcons, whose diets consist large- 
ly of freshly killed animals, do not dis- 
tinguish between game birds and song 
birds, or between cottontail rabbits and 
muskrats. 

While’ dove hunting last fall, I watched 
a Cooper’s hawk pursue a mourning dove. 














Friday, June 26, 1959 

At the last instant, the dove sideslipped 
into a thorn-apple tree, the commotion 
flushing a blue jay from its branches. 
Without checking its flight, the hawk struck 
the jay, and carried it to a distant perch, 
apparently quite content with the substitu- 
tion on the menu. This variety in diet, 
of course, tends to disperse pressure on 
any one prey species. 


Mobility of Predators 

Predators are a highly mobile lot, 
another fact that tends to distribute the 
effect of their hunting over wide ter- 
ritories, while most game species live 
out their lives on a relatively few acres. 
During the fall, foxes really move. In 
Michigan biologists trapped and tagged 
fifty young foxes during early summer. 
Thirty of the released animals were 
recovered later. The average of these 
had moved 43 miles, while one would- 
be Marco Polo had put 166 miles between 
himself and his place of birth. Hawks 
are migratory, some species traveling 
many thousands of miles between summer 
and winter territories, and even the crow, 
not generally regarded as a migratory 
species, shifts it operating area several 
hundred miles between winter and sum- 
mer. 

The presence of large concentrations 
of predators is a pretty sure indication 
to the biologist that there is a lot of 
prey in the area, It may be rodents, 
game birds, song birds, or insects which 
are becoming overabundant ina particular 
locality, but you can bet that when pred- 
ators gather in numbers or pause long 
in their wanderings, they do so only 
where the livin’ is easy. Any such con- 
centration lays a banquet table for the 
predators, and they require no engraved 
invitation to take advantage of it. Once 
the overpopulation is whittled down to 
size, they will move on, leaving behind 
a healthier if somewhat smaller popula- 
tion of prey. 


Wasteful Bounties 

So let’s protect all the predators! 
But that won’t do either. There are 
certain conditions under which predator 
control must be carried out. The biologists 
are not opposed to all control, as some 
sportsmen believe, but to some of the 
methods proposed. The arguments against 
the time-worn bounty system have been 
repeated so often that they hardly need 
restating here. Suffice to say that there 
is no surer way to waste the sportsmen’s 
funds for the results obtained. Blanket 
state-wide or county-wide control pro- 
grams are also inefficient, costly, and 
hazardous, because of their potential toll 
of other desirable wildlife, dogs and 
livestock, 


Destroy Individuals Not Species 
The most obvious application of preda- 
tor control is to protect livestock and 
poultry, fish hatcheries and game farms 
from serious losses. To predators, these 


areas represent artificially created con- 
centrations of food. Such losses can often 
be overcome by cultural practices, suchas 
penning open-range poultry, but where 
losses continue in spite of these measures, 
trapping and the destruction of the offend- 
ers is the only solution, Usually only a 
few individuals are responsible, and their 
removal will promptly end the trouble 
with little expense and a minimum of 
disruption of natural values. At times 
newly stocked populations of game or 
remnant populations of rare species must 
be given maximum protection if they are 
to survive, and local control of preda- 
tors is necessary to prevent losses. In 
some instances the predators themselves 

2come the rare species. Florida, for 
example, has recently placed the panther 
under full legal protection to prevent 
its extermination, and a growing number 
of states now protect all hawks and owls 
except when the act of harassing livestock, 
The fox and bobcat are game species in 
their own rights, recognized as such by 
many state and local ordinances. 
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Food, Cover, And Hunting Seasons 

If predation on game still worries 
the hunter, there are two ways to beat 
the competition, One is to support all 
efforts by the state and by local or- 
ganizations to improve food and cover for 
wildlife. A well-fed quail or cottontail 
living in a lespedeza field border has 
a life expectancy at least ten times as 
long as one eking out an existence in 
a close-cropped field, The second way 
is to beat the predators to the punch by 
supporting efforts by the Commission of 
Game and Inland Fisheries to liberalize 
hunting seasons, consistent with the 
biological needs of the species. Small- 
game populations reach their peak in 
early fall, dropping off to a low at the 
beginning of the breeding season. If the 
hunting season is set early, the hunter 
skims the cream and the predators work 
on the left-overs. 

There is an axiom of wildlife man- 
agement that you can’t stockpile game 
animals. If any one patch of cover will

Dressage Horse Dead 
(The following item appeared recently 
in a Frankfurt (Germany) newspaper.) 

The Trakehner, Fanal, perhaps the best 
Dressage horse of the last 50 years and 
the favorite of the late Master of Dres- 
sage, Otto Loerke, recently died at the 
age of 25 years in Kronberg at the famous 
stables of the Linsenhoffs. 

The gelding had an attack of colic and 
did not get over it. Only the day before, 
on the occasion of a party at the Linsen- 
hoffs after the Frankfurt Horse Show, 
many of the riders, among them Hans 
Gunter Winkler, showed up in front of 
Fanal’s box. Fanal made a very good im- 
pression. Twenty-four hours later he was 
dea. 

Fanal, who was bought in 1937 by 
Loerke at the auction of East Prussian 
horses in Berlin for 17,600 D.M. (which 
was for those days a tremendously high 
price) has won more than 70 victories 
in S Tests. He served many well-known 
Dressage riders as a school horse. Among 
them were Dressage Champion Willie 
Schultheiss; the Bronze Medal winner in 
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Stockholm Liselott Linsenhoff; the Olym- 
pic rider Anneleise Kupers; the famous 
European champion jumping rider Fritz 
Thiedetrnann who rode the Olympic Dres- 
sage Test in Helsinki in 1952; and also 
the International and Olympic Dressage 
rider Hannelore Weygand. All these learnt 
much from riding Fanal. Last, but not 
least, the young American Dressage rider 
Jessica Newberry (Croton-on-Hudson, 
New York) has learned much from riding 
Fanal during her present training in 
Kronberg. 

Although Fanal was more qualified to 
perform the Olympic test than any other 
horse, he was never in the Olympic 
Games. This was because in 1940 the 
Tokyo Games were cancelled because 
of the war. German riders were not per- 
mitted to attend the Games in 1948 in 
London, For Helsinki in 1952, Fanal did 
not fit into the (then) age regulation, And 
in 1956, Liselott Linsenhoff preferred to 
ride Adular because Fanal was 22 years 
old. 

During the escape from the Russians 
in East Prussia to West Germany in 1945, 
Fanal did his bit by pulling a heavily 
loaded wagon.

Our topic of discussion is naturally 
the Horse and Pony -Show.

The judges had a good chance to really 
judge the manners and hunting suitability 
of each mount over such varied terrain, 

Shadow Tag, owned and ridden by Frank 
Harvey, has been a consistent performer 
all Spring. Still going strong at this show, 
she won two firsts and two seconds to 
capture the Children’s Championship.

When one has had the pleasure, as this 
reporter has, of covering the Upperville 
Horse Show for the last several of its 106 
years, there remain very few adjectives 
for her or anyone else to use when describ- 
ing it. Everyone already knows that the 
show is the oldest in the United States, 
Most horsemen have already agreed that 
the huge oaks and sundappled turf com- 
bine to make the loveliest ring in showdom. 
They also know that the classes are always 
among the largest and the entries the best. 
Exhibitors and spectators alike have seen 
that the trophies are the finest and the 
judges who award them the most highly 
considered. 

Therefore, there remain only the 
specifics of each show to report and even 
they often seem to be repetition as the 
same great campaigners, both horses and 
exhibitors, are seen year after year. Cer- 
tainly Shawnee Farm’s gallant Journey 
Proud has been among the champions many 
times as have the entries of Cappy Smith, 
Mrs. A. C. Randolph, J. S. Pettibone, 
“Waverly Farm, and Mrs. J. Deane Rucker. 

So one must go into evengreater detail 
and report that Mrs. Randolph’s horses 
took an unprecedented all four places in 
The Founder’s Cup class, and that her 
daughter, Cornelia Winthrop, walked off 
unhurt from the most spectacular spill 
this writer has ever seen. Noteworthy, 
too, was the fact that Mr. Pettibone’s 
yearlings took one-two in their highly 
contested class. And in the Thorough- 
bred foal class there were 32 scamper- 
ing entries! 

Perhaps the only disappointment during 
the show was that the three open jumper 
classes were very poorly filled and due 
to the absence of both last year’s win- 
ners, Kathy Kusner and Wally Holly, the 
High Jump class was not half as exciting. 
The winner, Mr. and Mrs. Robert Gibbon’s 
Bowie Gibbon, did not have to go any- 
where near last year’s high of seven 
feet three inches. 

But many were the spectator’s com- 
pensations, among them the fact that the 
weather was near-perfect during all three 
days - very unusual indeed for Upper- 
ville’s rain-famed reputation!. Another 
delight for spectators was the charm- 
ing flower show which took place behind 
the grandstand.

Brooklyn’s old Riding and Driving 
Club was an impressive victorian pile 
located near the Plaza off Prospect Park, 
Here steeds ridden by horsey denizens 
of the Borough of Churches cavorted on 
the tanbark in their annual horse show. 
The place would accommodate no more 
than 1,000 spectators. One end of the 
arena contained a glass-enclosed gallery. 
The opposite end held a mammoth wall 
mirror used as an aid to neophyte eques- 
trianstryingto achieve good form on a 
horse. This mirror was an interesting 
hazard during jumping events. The wall 
below it was panelled to about the height 
of a man’s shoulder. | remember a 
rider being roundly applauded by unknow- 
ing spectatorsfor his exceptional riding 
ability after a nice horse had carried 
him safely over the first two jumps in 
the ring. Then the animal mistook that 
panelling for another fence and jumped 
right into the mirror. Horses, I found, 
can be just as stupid as the spectators. 
No more than yours truly, however, when 
I turned up there for my first horse show, 
in 1933, 

Keeping in mind managing editor Lee 
B, Wood’s lecture on the importance of 
minor sports, now that the five-day week 
was likely to produce much new leisure, 
I was determined to do my best among 
the good people who had taken a day away 
from the laborious business of clipping 
stock coupons to exhibit their steeds in 
Brooklyn, Having spent much of the sum- 
mer among other beneficiaries of the five- 
day week, playing polo at Meadow Brook, 
I was delighted to discover that the 
Brooklyn horse show contained classes of 
competition for polo ponies. They were

the only horses about which I knew any- 
thing. Great polo pony trainers, like Jim 
Crawford, Fred Post, Godfrey Preece, et 
al, had told me what to expect in a good 
polo pony. At least in that competition 
I knew what the people were trying to do. 
Moreover, to make everything perfect, 
the polo pony championship was won by 
Vesta, a Thoroughbred with an unusually 
colorful background, owned by Gerard S,

Smith, the youthful and articulate stock 
broker, now a member of The Jockey 
Club. 

Vesta was a mare by Prince of Friars- 
town, one of Averell Harriman’s famed 
polo sires. She had survived a dramatic 
stable fire in Camden, South Carolina and 
had ugly scars on her legs and other 
parts of her body. She could perform 


with the best, however. Smith told me how 


a veterinarian had ordered her destroyed 
when she was led out of the flaming stable 
in the south. Ignoring the vet, Smith had 
taken a bottle of 1870 brandy, which he 
had been saving for some memorable 
occasion and poured it down the animal’s 
throat, while soothing salves were applied 
to her burnt parts. She pulled through 
and became a star. It was a typical 
human interest story about an animal of 
the type that any paper would be delighted 
to publish. The World Telegram gave it 
a nice play and from then on Joe Williams 
had no problem about who would cover 
the horse shows.

A great chef may write out a recipe 
containing all the ingredients used incon- 
cocting one of his masterpieces, the pro- 
portions and methods of mixing, the time 
of cooking, even the heat of the oven, 
Nevertheless, no matter how willing he 
may be to impart his secrets to others, 
he will never succeed. He cannot impart 
that most essential of all ingredients, the 
ingredient of genius. 

Federico Tesio was a genius at breed- 
ing race horses, In Italy, a country with 
less than a thousand broodmares, at a 
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small stud farm in the northern hill coun- 
try, with breeding stock representing a 
relatively small investment, he bred 
Nearco, Ribot and a score of other horses 
whose names are permanently engraved 
on the records of racing and breeding 
history. 

The reader who expects to find in this 
book directions as to how to go and do 
likewise, is obviously daomed to dis- 
appointment. No such bookever has or will 
be written. What he will find, however, 
is the application of an enquiring and 
keenly analytical mind to a variety of 
problems connected with the Thoroughbred 
- problems of heredity, coat color, breed- 
ing for speed and staying power, respective 
contributions of the sire and dam, and 
problems of instinct, intelligence, eye- 
sight, centers of balance and artificial 
insemination. If he will adopt Tesio’s 
methods of analysis, if he will apply them 
to the selection of bloodstock, and if he 
can add a touch of genius as a livestock 
breeder, he may achieve some measure 
of the success which, in the past thirty 
years, brought triumph after triumph to 
the ‘*Wizard of Dormello”.

was substituted. Autumn was the favored 
season, and the whole affair was very 
gala with music and gifts. After the 
feast, the horse’s bones were carried by 
candlelight to the graveyard, where they 
were hung upon a tree. The signifance 
of a tree or pole was that it was up in 
the air, the higher the better, as it was 
thought nearer the deceased’s goal. 

The Eastern Cheremiss hung all the 
deceased’s clothing on his favorite horse, 
led the horse around the grave three 
times, returned to the deceased’s last 


home, killed the horse, and called in all 
the relatives for the memorial meal. 
While eating they chanted: ‘*Eat what we 
have prepared for thee; we have not 
harnessed thy horse, we have not used 
it, now take it with thee.”” They, like the 
Votiahs, took the bones to the cemetery 
and hung them high. But they sold the 
hide and gave the returns to the poor 
and fatherless. 

In Russian Karelia, when the relatives 
went to the grave to invite the deceased 
to take part in the feast they were going 
to prepare from his steed, they also took 
along a horse hitched to an empty sleigh, 
covered with white cloth, for the purpose 
of conveying the deceased to his future 
home. We have a carryover from this in 
the form of caparison horses at military 
funerals such as_ Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

Finally man gave up eating horses’ 
flesh at funerals, and started burying them 
either with or alongside their Masters. 
Thus, an expedition sponsored by the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art unearthed 
what is believed to be Egypt’s oldest 
horse. He was found in the huge Thebes 
Tomb of Senmut. Ordinary people and 
horses were not often buried in such 
splendor. But this man, Senmut, happened 
to be a favorite with world’s first great 
queen in history, Hatshesut. 

Senmut’s Horse, believed to be a 
fifteenth century B, C. equine, was wrap- 
ped in linen cloths like its master. It 
was not mummified, and a picture of the 





opened tomb showed a small skeleton in 
a lying down position, with the legs tucked 
under, The saddle had been left or put 
on Senmut’s Horse, and was described 
as ““, . « a rectangular piece of linen 
and leather, with a projection toward 
the rear. Tapes at the front end were 
tied around the horse’s neck, and two 
longer tapes at the other corners formed 
a girth. The underside of the saddle was 
reinforced.”

support only one breeding pair of quail 
and one breeding pair of cottontails in 
May, any number of quail and rabbits 
above that number living there inSeptem- 
ber is doomed, provided there is no major 
change in local cover conditions between 
the two years. If the hunter fails to 
take the surplus, foxes, hawks, and owls 
will take a high percentage of what is 
left. What they miss will be removed by 
starvation, disease, and accident. If there 
were no predators, these factors woula 
assume greater importance, and the end 
result would be the same. 

The predators, in their own right, are 
an interesting set of characters when you 
get to know them. And we might as 
well learn to live with them without 
building up our blood pressures. Foxes, 
hawks, owls, and weasels will be around 
just as long as there are rabbits, quail, 
and rodents for them to hunt. 
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As civilization progressed, horse 
sacrifices decreased, and logically enough 
tombstones were often made in the form 
of a horse. The Armenians were thought 
to be the first to make this transfer. 

As to how these noble horses fared 
in the Other World, after having gotten 
their beloved masters safely by the 
dragons and other would-be-detainers, 
the Siberians consulted their God, Mu- 
Monto, Being a God Mu-Monto was 
privileged to speak of the realm of the 
dead and reported: ‘‘Mu-Monto saw horses 
that were very fat on a naked rock, . .He 
saw thin and miserable horses on rich 
meadows.” The explanation was that those 
knee deep in clover (yet starving) had 
been so ill-treated by their masters during 
life that nothing could fatten them, while 
the fat horses on the barren stones had 
been so well fed during their lives that 


even without feed they continued to 
flourish. 

Future life for horses, usuaily refer- 
red to as Green Pastures, is still good 
for an argument. 

While the Christian religions aren’t 
too specific, some others are, including 
the Jains from India. Jainism is credit- 
ed with being the only cult to build asylums 
and rest houses for their old and diseased 
animals where they are given care akin 
to humans until they die a natural death, 
Jains believe that even trees and stones 
have souls. 

Another believer in animals having 
souls is the Eskimo. He provides funerals 
and mourning customs for them similar 
to those for humans. One reason for this 
is the Eskimo’s belief that at any time 
a human soul might take up its abode 
in the body of some animal. And how, 
reasons the Eskimo, could one be sure 
a dead polar bear or a reindeer might 
not be housing the soul of one’s departed 
Aunt or neighbor?

EARLY PENNSYLVANIA 

A heritage of “first accomplish- 
ments in turf lore attaches to Pennsy- 
Ivania, despite the lack of racing in the 
Keystone State, and alsoto Pennsylvanians 
many of whom will campaign horses at 
Waterford Park during the June 17 - 
August 8 meeting at the West Virginia 
mile course. 

In Pennsylvania, at Media, in the 
vicinity of Philadelphia, the first organiz- 
ed race meeting in the East was staged, 
a one-day affair at the Rose Tree Fox 
Hunting Club in 1859, In 1868 races were 
held over what was then called the ‘Upper 
Darby” track, and in 1880 the first chal- 
lenge cup ever raced for in this country 
was put up by Meredith Norris who, al- 
though too young at the time to join the 
club, was already a fine steeplechase 
rider. The Rose Tree Club is still in 
existence and racing is presented there 
annually. 

Another sportsman identified with the 
club at about the same time, later to 
focus a blazing spotlight on Pennsylvania 
owners, was Samuel Doyle Riddle, owner 
of the mighty Man o’War. 

Actually the racing of horses in Penn-

sylvania , and interest in general in the 
sport of kings, dates back to the days when 
this country was ruled by England in the 
days of King George 3rd. 

Pennsylvania, however, never shone 
too conspicuously on the early racing 
turf, due to the attitude held by the 
Quaker settlers of the area with respect 
to amusements. The Philadelphia Yearly 
Meeting in 1716 advised Friends: “*, . . 
that such be dealt with as runraces, either 
on horseback or on foot, laying wagers 
or use any gaming or needless vain sports 
and pastimes, for our time passeth swift- 
ly away, and our pleasure and delight ought 
to be in the law of the Lord.” 

In 1716 appeared the first public 
announcement of a race wherein, it was 
stated, the races were programmed: 
**, « » » » at the Centre race ground - to 
run three times around the Course each 
heat.” These grounds at the time were 
familiarly known as ‘“*The Governor’s 
Woods.” 

But probably the most notable first 
registered in Pennsylvania was the ban 
put on the sport by decree of the Con- 
tinental Congress meeting in Philadelphia 
in September, 1774, it being announced 


_ that, “*The Continental Congress lately 


held at Philadelphia, representing the 
several American colonies from Nova 
Scotia to Georgia, associated and agreed 
among other things, for themselves and 
their constituents, to discontinue and dis- 
courage every species of extravagance 
and dissipation, especially all horse 


racing, and all kinds of gaming, cock- 
fighting, exhibition of shows and plays and 
other expensive diversions and entertain- 
ments,”*

wonderful and trained well enough, but 
seemed to have lost interest in winning 
those big purses. He was getting whipped 
by horses he was expected to beat. 

Perhaps he turned sour. 

The owner positively turned sour. 
His kindly features became less kindly. 
He was unhappy. 

Newspapers set him wild. He went 
through every article with a fine-tooth 
comb, If there was any possible way to 
twist a paragraph to make it seem to 
detract from his animal’s greatness, he 
twisted - and dropped a pointed note to 
the paper. 

I don’t believe he ever demanded that 
a jockey’s agent be fired, and he didn’t 
put up all his horses for sale, but he 
poured acid from his pen, 

With conditions what they were, sev- 
eral Turf journalists generously explain- 
ed what was wrong with the horse and how 
his training routine should be changed to 
overcome the trouble. 

Such unsolicited advice infuriated the 
erstwhile kindly old gent. He blasted the 
writers and their papers. 

When the writers stopped writing about 
the horse, that made the owner mad, too, 
In fact, just about everything made him 
mad, 

That one good horse gave its owner two 
womderful years, but also brought infinite 
pain. Iam _ sure the disappointments 
hastened his death. 

Like that horse-wise oldster said, ‘‘If 
you want to see a man at his worst, give 
him one good horse.””

He was also a 
most talented sculptor and exhibited his 
work both here and abroad. A number of 
his bronzes are in the National Museum 
of Racing at Saratoga Springs, N. Y.

SMITHSONIAN FARM MACHINERY 

The Museum of History and Technology 
of the Smithsonian Institution, Washing- 
ton, D. C., wishes to add to its collection 
of farm machinery the following items: 
Shovel Plow, preferably with wooden beam 
and stock, either single ordouble; Prairie 
Breaking Plow, preferably 19th century 
“full rigged’’ type; ‘‘A’ Frame Wooden 
Harrow with wood or iron teeth; Check 
Row Corn Planter, horse-drawn; old type 
with second seat and planting lever if 
possible; Wheeled Cultivator, horse- 
drawn, either walking or riding type; 
Simple ‘‘Ground Hog”’ thresher; Thresher 
with straw separator, of size that could 


be powered by one horse; Wide Hoe with 


eye instead of tang, like old cotton chop- 
pers; Narrow hoe-like Grub Hoe or Mat- 
tock with eye for handle; Riddles or Sieves 
for separating grain from chaff and straw; 
Horse-Drawn Hay Rake, fixed type before 
revolving or flopover rake; and Sweep 
Horse Power for four or more horses. 
Mr. Edward C, Kendall, Associate Curator 
of Agriculture, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington 25, D. C., would be glad to 
hear from anyone who can help the Museum 
to acquire these implements.
